Pennsylvania Republican Rebellion. 
Wasnincron, May 16. 

The President bas never witnessed a 
more unusual proceeding than oc- 
curred at the White House this morn- 
ing. Senator Mitchell of Pennsyl- 
vania, who recently declared ‘his in- 


tention to bolt the regularly-nomina- 
ted Republican State ticket, has been 
earnest for the past week in denounc- 
ing two neminations for Collectors of 
Internal Revenues in the Keystone 
State, made by the President befvre 
the Convention declared itself against 
the use.of patronage for political pur- 
poses. Jackson and Kanffman are 
the nominees, and the Independents 
have clamored night and day 
for their withdrawal. This morning 
Senator Mitchell, with an armful of 
clippings from Independent papers, 
called upon the President and directed 
his attention to the editorials and 
other remonstrances he had received 
against the removal of Sullivan and 
Wiley, the old officials. He did not 
advise the President what to do, but 
directed his attention to the row brew- 
ing in Pennsylvania, and handed him 
the clippings. The President rcceived 
them with considerable astonishment 
and politely informed the Senator that 
he would take the matter into consid-

The San Francisce Examiner speak- 
ing of Guiteav, the assassin, says:

The proprieties: have been 
outraged by the appearance of the 
assassin’s relatives playing the role of 
mendicants with a view to aiding the 
least insane member of their tamily to 
escape the halter.”

It wiil be a 
miracle if San Francisco escapes a 
smallpox epidemic similar totbat which 
was so fatal, some years ago, and 
which originated in a coolie passenger 
ship. The authorities of San Fran- 
cisco have an undoubted right to 
quarantine any sbip arriving witb 
Chinamen, and if all vessels with | 
coolies were to be quarantined for # 
month or so, few would accept charters 
to come to this coast.

Et is Stil) Raumured that Queen Victoria 
Has Been Assassinated, 
WASHINGTON, May 17. 

A rumor was circulated to-day 
which created the greatest excitement 
about the Capitol, to the effect that 
Queen Victoria has been assassinated. 
The tidings being known on the floors 
caused a lively stampede of Congress— 
men in search of particulars. The 
State Department was asked for. in- 
formation, and a reply received stating 
that the story was rife in the depart- 
ment, but nothing corroborative had 
been received. Inquiry at-the Enyg- 
lish Legation showed that. Minister 
West had also heard the startling 
intelligence and had immediately upon 
hearing it telegraphed te England 
for particulars. He had not, however, 
any Official notification of such a de- 
plorable event, and was inclined to 
treat the matter asa sorry hoax. The 
mention of such a calamity showed 
how strong a feeling of veneration and 
r ~pect existed at the capital for 
Queen Victoria, and frequent encomi- 
ums were passed to-day, when it was 
thought she had been foully murdered, 
for the reble traits exhibited by her 
when President Garfield was assassin- 
ated. Every one deplored such a eud- 
den end of one so famous in the world’s 
history, and the corriders of the Capi- 
tol were threnged by excited crowds, 
eager to learn all the details of the 
crime, if one had been committed. 


Sad Fate of a Pieasnre Party. 
Cuicaao, May 16. 
On Sunday morning Jobn Cretzela, 
George Orswald, George C. Knoll and 
Otto Gibson, who belong to the Wolf 
Lake Pleasure Club, Jeft the city for 
the lake, near. Sheffield, Indiana, to 
spend a day fishing. They were to 
have returned on Sunday night, but as 
they did not their friends became 
alarmed, and yesterday went in quest 
of them. Their day suits were found 
at the club-house and their fishing 
suits and two of the rew-boats were 
gone. After & protracted search, one 
of the boats was found capsized at the 
upper end of the lake this morning, 
aud the body of Cretzela, entangled 
in the trolling line, was recovered. 
The lake is being dragged for the oth- 
ers. They leit the club-house about 
11 o’clock in the morning, and Cretz- 
ler’s watch stopped at 4:23 rp.m. The 
high wind undoubtedly capsized the 
two boats and all were drowned. 
Search for the bodies of victims from 
the Calumet lake disaster continues, 
vut none have beun found except Smith 
and young Bucklin, as_ already 
reported.
